—An  act  of  the  Chilian  congress  authorizes 
an  expenditure  of  #190,000  in  surveys  of  new 
railway  lines,  • 

—In  1S99  there  entered  the  port  of  Val- 
paraiso 1,03.5  vessels  representing  1,323,892 
tons,  'file  departures  were  1,039  vessels  re- 
presenting 1,369,050  tons.  In  1899  there  were 
landed  17.991  passengers,  find  there  left  16,150. 

—  A  commission  has  been  appointed  to 
revise  the  customs  tariff,  the  values  assigned 
to  merchandise  generally  hearing  no  relation 
to  the  true  value,  The  labors  of  the  commis- 
sion uretto  be  completed  by  the  1st  of  July,— 
Chilian  'limes. 

—The  Chilian  Times  savs that  the  d  iv  be- 
fore congress  was  closed  the  minister  of 
finance  announced  that  1899  had  closed  with 
a  handsome  surplus,  and  that  the  conversion 
fund  amounted  to  $26,300,000,  as  under  :

Bonds  of  the  Caja  Hipotecaria 3.300,000 

Gold,  specie  and  bullion,  deposited

—The  extraordinary  session  of  congress  was 
brought  lo  an  end.  quite  unexpectedly,  on  the 
6th  insh  by  a  presidential  decree  in  the  usual 
form.  It  is  very  generally  regretted  that  the 
bill  lo  reform  the  municipal  act  tn  certain 
particulars  was  not  passed,  and  ill  the  cas ;  of 
Valparaiso  it  is  matter  for  special  regret  that 
a  vote  of  money  for  cleansing  Hie  culverts  and 
creeks  of  the  debris  brought  down  from  the 
hills  by  last  winter's  rains  was  not  taken.  But 
symptoms  of  obstruction  and  of  party  in- 
subordination had  manifested  themselves  in 
both  chambers,  and  under  the  circumstances 
the  President  acted  wisely  in  bringing  the 
session  to  a  close.  —  Chilian  Times,  Jan.  iS.

—The  capital  of  all  the  wine  bodegas  in 
Meudoza  is  put  down  at  $23,307,048  and  those 
of  San  Juan  at  $5,837,820.  making  a  total  of 
$29,825,477.  There  are  838  viniculture  estab- 
lishments in  Mendozi  and  440  in  Si.11  Juan. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  municipal  council  has 
prohibited  the  use  of  serpentines  at  carnival. 
The  council  prefers  water  throwing.  Many 
merchants  have  tons  of  serpentines  in  the 
custom-house.  Some  #100,000  gold  in  customs 
dues  will  be  lost  by  the  government. 

—A  normal  school  student  costs  Hie  state 
$860  a  year  in  Buenos  Aires,  $905  in  Parana, 
and  in  the  provincial  schools  from  $1847  to 
$5787!  feoo  per  month  is  a  great  deal  to  pay 
for  the  education  of  a  state  pauper  whose 
friends  are  influential.— B.  A.  Herald. 

—The  population  of  Buenos  Aires  011  31st 
December  last  was  estimated  at  795,323,  which 
is  probably  an  exaggeration,  In  December 
lliee  were  2,464  births,  594  marriages  and 
1,342  deaths.  The  passenger  arrivals  from 
abroad  numbered  17,999  and  the  departures  for 
foreign  destinations  10,940. 

—Liberty  reigns  supreme  in  this  republic, 
as  in  Warsaw  !  A  decree  lias  been  issued  in 
Parana  forbidding  shopkeepers  to  put  up  any 
manifesto  of  protest  on  their  doors  when  they 
close  them  as  they  intend  to  do  as  a  protest 
against  the  Turkish  system  of  taxation  prevail- 
ing in  Eutre  Rios.— /?.  A.  Hetald. 

—  Telegrams  of  Saturday  report  the  tem- 
perature in  Buenos  Aires  that  div  at  390C. 
with  32  fatal  cas  s  of  sunstroke.  Telegrams 
011  Sunday  evening  said  the  temperature  was 
39°C.  again  and  85  cases  of  sunstroke  were 
reported,  of  which  70  had  already  proved 
f  ital.  Some  400  horses  had  fallen  dead  in  the 
street,  overcome  by  the  heat.  A  telegram  of 
yesterday  says  that  from  Friday  to  Sunday 
inclusive,  there  were  400  cases  of  sunstroke  of 
which  102  fatd. 

—  The  health  authorities  have  resolved  that 
vessels  which  operate  in  Rio  Janeiro  tn  quaran- 
tine only,  and  which  have  sniitary  inspectors 
on  board,  shall  be  allowed  free  practique  here 
and  in  Buenos  Aires.  It  is  not  expliined  where 
the  sniitary  inspectors  are  to  he  taken  up,  nor 
how  niauy  are  necessary.  There  is  some  pro- 
bability of  Riode  Janeiro  being  restored  to  the 
rank  of  a  itsuspectedn  instead  of  an  «infectedn 
port,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  bubonic

The  minister  of  finance  has  just  notified  the 
minister  of  war  to  that  effect.  It  seems  that 
during  this  term  the  contract  has  been  sold 
and  resold,  first  of  all  tn  Giues  Motitaner  in 
FeViiary,  1896,  then  by  him  to  Felix  Revel  to 
on  the  24th  January,  1897.  Let's  hope  the

—Mr.  Edye,  in  his  address  at  the  Admiral 
Schley  reception,  slated  the  simple  truth 
when  he  remarked  the  sympathy  between  the 
peoples  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States.

—Some  of  those  who  a  re  responsible  for  the 
levying  of  iaxes  tn  this  country  must  surely 
sit  up  o'nights  and  get  headaches  devising 
new  methods  of  screwing  out  the  dollars  and 
harrassing  the  worker.  The  last  scheme 
evolved  for  the  substruction  of  the  peso  is  a 
law  for  every  commercial  man  to  have  his 
books  stamped  and  not  only  the  book  but 
every  page  therein,  the  bigger  people  paying 
two  cents  per  sheet  and  the  small  retailer  one 
cent,  per  sheet.  This  may  have  one  good

here,  hard  pressed  as  we  are  by  the  Boer 
attentions,,  we  listen  almost  contemptuously 
to  the  shrieking,  screaming,  screeching  little 
beasts  of  shells  which  are  thrown  at  us  bv 
"Mem-  Susan,"  "I'nffing  Ilillie."  "Weary 
Willy"  (the  hitter  is  tilsi  dublh.il  "The  Lug- 
gage Train"  by  the  Carbineers  in  whose  camp 
his  shells  fall  at  »  stup-at-all-slalioiis  pace), 
and  other  guns  nick  named  by  our  fellows. 

So  used  did  we  get  to  periodical  bombard- 
ments that  we  ended  by  recognising  the  par- 
ticular noise  made  by  projectiles  from  parti- 
cular gnus.  I  think  the  opinion  on  shells  of 
a  tiny  J.adysmith  maid,  who  is  undergoing 
the  siege,  is  as  pretty  as  we  shnlfhear  for 
many  a  long  day.  "I  don't  like  the  ones  that 
make  a  noise,''  she  lisped,  "but  !  like  the 
ones  that  sing  in  the  sky." 

As  on  the  previous  day,  the  evening's  bom- 
bardment was  singularly  ineffective.  Shell 
followed  shell  into  batteries  and  town,  yet 
nobody  appeared  to  be  hart,  and  houses  re- 
mained standing.  There  were  some  very 
curious  examples  of  (he  vagaries  of  shells  wit- 
nessed during  the  morning.  One  went  clean 
through  the  water  tank  standing  against  a 
house  on  the  ridge,  continued  its  way  under 
the  doorstep,  ami  burst  in  the  drawing  room. 
Another  shell  rollicked  through  a  second 
house  close  bv.  Eleven  people  stood  watch- 
ing the  bombardment  from  the  balcony,  and 
although  the  shell  exploded  inside,  not  one 
of  them  was  hurt. 

"Long  Tom's"  practice  was  less  accurate 
than  usual,  and  as  many  of  his  missiles  fell 
into  open  fields  as  missed  the  bitterv  and 
pitched  into  the  town.  As  a  shell  whistled 
past   a    pony  the  animal  juuiptd  yards  high; 

while  about  the  s _•   lime   a   strange  effect 

was  produced  upon  :m  ox,  It  wis  grazing 
with  the  herd  when  a  shell  went  through  the 
beasts  One  of  them,  although  it  was  not 
touched,  sank  back  on  its  haunches.  Thru  it 
commenced  to  draw  itself  awav,  dragging 
both  hind  legs  as  if  they  were  paralysed  and 
useless;  and  next,  to  our  great  surprise,  the 
old  fellow  shook  himself  and  inarched  off  to 
resume  grazing  with  the  herd,  as  though  noth- 
ing had  happened. 

About  half  past  one  we  were  at  lunch  in  the 
Royal  Hotel  when  "Long  Tom"  crashed  a 
shell  deliberatelv  at  us.  It  struck  a  slightlv- 
built  house  use'd  as  quarters  by  Mr.  II.  S. 
I'earce.  the  Daily  News  war  correspondent, 
burst  i:i  his  room,  and  came  oh,  with  splint- 
ers, wall,  and  debris,  through  the  windows  of 
the  hole!  dining-room,  Quite  50  persons  were 
at  table,  A  terrific  report  was  followed  by 
the  noise  of  falling  glass  and  rubbish;  "a 
stench  of  powder  permeated  the  cloud  of 
smoke  that  immediately  filled  the  room.  I 
siw  one  man  roll  on  llie  floor  behind  me  ;  but 
1  heard  no  cries,  no  sound  of  voices,  until  a 
lady  nurse  sitting  at  our  table  asked,  "Is  any- 
one hint  ?  " 

Before  the  siege  began  the  Royal  Hotel  was 
virtually  an  officers'  and  war  correspondents' 
mess.  The  evening  previous  to  this  shell 
being  directed  at  the  place  several  Boer  am- 
bulances came  in  for  their  wounded,  and  we 
had  a  shrewd  suspicion  that  the  drivers 
took  out  word  that  a  shell  dropped  discreetly 
into  the  hotel  at  meal  times  might  result  ill  a 
1  substantial  bag  of  officers  being  marie.  An- 
other  significant    fact    which    we    afterwards 

■  remarked  was  that  a  man  with  a  Dutch  name, 
whom  some  people  believed  to  be  a  spy,  was

In  the  course  of  tn-diy's  h-.mb  irdment  we 
received  the  hrst  evidence  that  Monday's  dis- 
aster had  directly  profited  the  Boers.  'When 
the  loth  .Mountain  Battery  mules  stampeded, 
cariA  ing  the  parts  of  >  u  is"  on  their  backs  we 
were  in  hopes  that  the  ellemy  might  not  Cap- 
ture sulueieut  to  be  able  to  piece  the  c-nnon 
together.  There  wis  no  such  luck.  Cfnite  a 
number  of  the  fragments  of  shell  picked  up 
bore  the  mark  «  M.  B.  10.  >.  which  told  us  con- 
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clusively  Hint  our  o.vn  weapons  and  amuiuni- 
tion  were  turned  against  the  town.  This  was 
very  annoying,  as  the  enemy  has  quite 
enough  gnus  of  his  own  without  this  windfall. 
_  Writing  of  ammunition  reminds  me  thai  in 
my  description  of  the  battle  of  Elands  Tyiajjte 
I  mentioned  that  the  Boers  used  explosive 
sporting  cartridges.  I  have  since  seen  quite  a 
number  of  Kiev's  500  express  explosive  cart 
ridges  as  well  as  some  Mark  IV..  expanding 
incision,  and  split  bullets,  all  found  on  the 
field  of  EUuids  Liagte  or  taken  from  the  ban- 
derilldof  dead  and  wounded  Boers, 

This  picked  team  of  Gentians,  Hollanders, 
and  Boers  appears  to  Inve  been  a  thoroughly 
"go  as  you  pleas-"  lot  so  far  as  its  equipment 
in  fighting  utensils  was  concerned.  It  is  just 
as  well  we  gave  'Iliin  s  >  severe  a  sill  ishillg  ;  it 
ridded  the  world  of  many  unfair  combatants. 
I  don't  think  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Boer 
commandos  are  armed  with  sporting  rifles 
and  unsportsmanlike  ammunition. 

The  ordinary  Mauser  bullet  makes  a  very 
clean  wound.  It  has  some  eccentricities,  like 
all  bullets 'in  fact.  In  quite  a  number  of  cases, 
where  it  has  passed  through  the  flesh,  of  the 
arm  or  leg,  or  even  through  the  body,  the 
projectile  lias  been  found  lodged  beneath  the 
skin  on  the  other  side,  pushing  it  up  into  a 
lump,  The  1 1  islicity  of  the  skin  has  prevent- 
ed its  going  quite  through,  By  the  courtesy 
of  Major  Bruce,  R.  A.  M,  C,  I  went  over  the 
main  hospital  at  the  town  hall.  He  has  a  de- 
voted staff,  and  in  the  thick  of  to-day's  bom- 
bardment were  Sister  Superintendent  Dowse 
and  about  30  volunteer  lady  nurses.  Their 
pluck  iu  a  dangerous  situation  is  equal  to 
their  splendid  devotion  to  the  suffering.  They 
passed  to  and  fro  from  the  main  to  one  or  the 
other  of  the  half-dozen  temporary  hospitals  as 
calmly  an  if  no  peril  lurked  in  the  perfect 
blue  sky  which  lias  hung  over  us  since  the 
bombardment  commenced. 

The  Rongleii  rays  apparatus  is  installed  at 
the  town  hall  in  one  of  the  rooms  leading  off 
the  main  ward.  It  ii  the  same  plant  which 
was  used  iu  the  Soudan  campaign.  By  its  aid 
upwards  of  thirty  bullets  were  "located  dead" 
iii  one  batch  of  wounded  alone,  and  the  ex- 
traction of  Iheiu  consequently  was  facilitated,

It  was  immediarelv  alter 
the  Dreyfus  trial  at  Rennes.  at  which  the 
gallant  Colonel  was  present,  says  Black  and 
While,  that  he  entered,  secrellv  and  unknown 
even  to  his  most  intimate  friends,  into  negotia- 
tions with  Dr.  L-vds,  with  a  view  to  his 
entering  the  service  of  the  South  African 
Republic  in  the  capacity  of  chief  of  the  staff, 
with  the  rank  of  a  general,''  Colonel  Count 
Georges  de  Villebois  Mireuil  U  the  scion  of 
an  old  Breton  aristocratic  family  and  is  about 
50  years  of  age.  As  a  lieutenant  he  fought 
with  great  valor  in  the  FratlcQ-P.mssiau  war. 
He  held  successive  commands  of  a  regiment 
in  Chalons-sur-Marne,  as  chief  of  the  etat 
niajcrr.f  the  Alters  division,  the  1.30th  infan- 
try regiment  iu  Paris,  the  Sixty-seveiitli,  in 
Soissuns,  and,  finally,  the  first  regiment  of 
the  Foreign  Legion  in  Oran.  He  looked  with 
some  displeasure  at  the  continual  changes  at 
the  ministry  of  war  the  while  his  own  status 
remained  stationary,  and,  weary  of  waiting 
for  the  promotion  to  geueralcy  he  so  fully 
merited,  he  resigned  his  commission  in  Janu- 
ary, 1S96.  His  knowledge  of  the  English 
language  will  serve  him  in  good  stead,  and  in 
the  French  army  he  enjoyed  a  reputation  as  a 
highly  capable  strategist,  a  resolute  soldier, 
a  fearless   horseman   and    a   skillful    swords-

He  promised  to  respect 
the  property  of  Rrilish  subjects  and  give 
those  who  wauled  to  leave  seven  days  to  clear 
out,  and  he  declared  the  place  to  be  under

There  may  be  some  cause  for  com- 
plaint in   the  haste  with  which  foreign 
consuls  at  Buenos  Aires  announced  the 
appearance  of  bubonic  pest  and  refused 
to  ..-issue  clean  bills'  of  health,  but  at  the 
same   time   it  is    the  common  practice, 
and   Argentina  has  been  as  great  a  de- 
linquent as  any  other  nation.     In  these 
questions  of  international  restrictions  on 
commerce   as  a  means  of   shutting  out 
dangerous   diseases,   there  is  much    to 
complain   of.      The    whole   subject   re- 
quires  reform,    from  beginning-  to  end. 
But,  in  the  mean  time,  if  every  nation 
has  the  right   to  levy  quarantines  and 
take  other  precautionary  measures  with- 
out   regard    to  th;  interests  and  conve- 
nience of  others,  then  its  representatives 
abroad   have   the   right   to  make  .then- 
own  investigations  and  reports  in  regard 
to  the   sanitary   state   of  the  ports  and 
countries  where  they  are  located.     The 
United   States  even    maintains  medical 
officers  in  foreign  ports  to  inspect  emi- 
grants to  the  United  States,   to   inspect 
ships  and    to   report    on    the    sanitary 
condition   of   foreign  ports-.     Naturally 
all  this  is  done  independently  of  local 
officials,  and    without  doubt  the  United 
States  sanitary    authorities  would   act 
in  accordance  with  the  reports  of  their 
own  medical  officer,  even  when  contra- 
dicted by  the   local   authorities.       The 
light  to  Investigate  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  a  foreign  port  is  no  worse  than 
that  of  imposing  a  quarantine  against 
that  port.     And  of  all  nations,  Argen- 
tina lias  been  one  of  the  most  zealous 
and  arbitrary  in  the  matter  of  imposing 
quarantines.     Sbe  has  even  gone  so  far 
as  to  treat  with  contempt  the  medical 
officers  of   foreign    steamships  and  to 
insist  on  their  carrying  her  own  saui- 
tary  inspectors  in  order  to  secure   ad- 
mission to  Argentine  ports  without  un- 
dergoing  quarantine.

— The  J  a  mal  do  Oommerdo  liiuls'th«t-an 
operation  is  on  font,  to  lie  carrier!  out  within 
tthiccmiltrv,  which  affictsthe  Central  railway. 
We  can  not  enterbnti  much  hope  of  good 
results  from  the  lease  or  purchase  of  iluit 
property  by  a  national  syndicate.  If  it  is 
true  that  such  n  syndic  ite  has  offered 
£100,000  n  month  rental  For  the  line,  then 
disaster  must  surety  follow,  for  the  minister 
knows  perfect  lv  well  that  the  road  can  not 
possibly  yield  11  surplus  sufficient  to  y\y  even 
,:i  smaller  rental  under  existing  conditions. 

— Telegrams  from  Bahh  on  the  jrrl  inst. 
slate  that  a  strike  hid  broken  out  at  C.ieho- 
eira  on  the  Central  of  Bill'ia  railway,  the 
strikers  demanding  shorter  diys  and  uiore 
pay.  It  is  stated  Dint  all  the  employes  of  the 
road  are  in  sympathy  with  the  srdk  :.  Traffic 
had  been  completely  suspended,  the  strikers 
removing  necessiry  puts  of  the  locomotives 
and  emptying  the  reservoirs.  The  strikers 
imtnber  500  men,  and  their  demands  are  for  a 
reduction  of  two  hours  in  the  d  ly's  work  and 
.an  increase  of  30  per  cent  in  their  pay. 

—The  estimated  traffic  receipts  of  the  Leo- 
poldiua  railway  for  the  week  ending  January 
27II1  were  382,462$  in  currency,  which  at  7^  d. 
exchange  produced  £  12,151  '"  sterling.  In 
.the  corresponding  week  of  last  year  the  cur- 
rency receipts  were  319,115$,  (showing  an 
increase  of  63,347!  for  this  year)  which  at 
7  1 1  \yi  d,  exchange  produced  £.9,765  —  an 
increase  of  £  2,386  in  sterling  for  1900.  The 
aggregate  receipts  in  sterling  since  January 
1st  have  been  £  39.001  this  year,  against 
£36.210  last  year,  showing  an  increase  of 
£  2,791. 

—  At  the  general  meeting  of  shareholders  of 
the  Uniao  Sorneabaiia  e  Ituftita  railwiy  on  the 
29th  lilt,  the  proposal  of  the  directors  was  prac- 
tical! v  accepted.  Two  resolutions  were 
adopted  ;  the  first  authorizing  the  directors  to 
to  borrow  up  to  £  [,000,000  sterling  with 
which  to  purchase  the  titles  held  by  the  na- 
tional government  :  and  the  second  providing 
that  when  this  operation  is  realized  the  capital 
of  the  company  shall  be  reduced  by  25  per 
cent.  We  can 'not  believe  that  tile  company 
will  find  it  easy  to  borrow  a  million  sterling 
abroad,  in  view  of  its  continued  defaults. 
No  first  Class  banking-house  will  care  to  ileal 
with  such  a  company. 


BALDWIN  LOCOMOTIVE   WORKS' 
LARGE  BUSINESS. 

Last  year  was  the  biggest  year  for  business 
ever  known  in  the  history  of  the  Baldwin 
Locomotive  Works. 

In  the  year  1899  the  works  completed  90S 
locomotives,- having  an  average  tonnage  of 
129,000  po.unds,  For  the  past  ten  years  the 
number  of  engines  made  has  been  as  follows  : 
1890,  946  ;  i8gr,  899  :  1S92, 731  ;  1S93,  772 ;  [894 
313;  1895,401  :  (896,547;  1897,501  ;  1898,752; 
■  1899,  908.  _■  '"'"" 

In  1890  38  more  locomotives  were  completed, 

but  the  gross  tonnage  of  1899  was  much  larger. 

.In    1S99  the    men    employed   by  the  works 

numbered  7,250,  while  in  [890  only  5,400  were 

at  work. 

The  demand  for  steel  in  every  branch  of 
industry,  amounting  almost  to  a  famine,  at 
limes  rendered  it  almost  impossible  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  desired  rapidity,  and  lessened  by 
filllv  100  the  number  of  locomotives  manufac- 
tured. Only  for  this  the  product  for  the  year 
would  have  been  over  1,000.  Owing  to  this 
difficulty  it  was  found  necessiry  to  refuse 
manv  orders,  and  in  some  cases  it  was  found 
necessiry  to  cancel  orders  already  taken. 

There    were    35S     locomotives     exported    to 
foreign    countries.     Mexico  and  Canada   were 
•      good   customers,  and  England,  France,  Rus- 
sia, China  and    Japan  were  buyers.     Some  lo- 
\      comotiveswerc  sent  also  to  Ravaria, 

During  the  past  year  the  firm  distributed  in 
this  city  in  wages  about  $5,000,000.  This 
amount,  it  is  expected,  will  be  exceeded 
during  the  present  year,— Philadelphia  Press. 


—The  steamer  L-i  Madeleine,  which  left 
this  port  on  December  27.  having  called  here 
in  distress,  is  reported  by  a  telegram  from 
Majorca  to  have  been  burned  at  sea.

Business  Nqtks 


—  Now  that  Dr.  Ameiico  de  Campos  has 
passed  away  there  is  no  more  need  of  a  Bra- 
zilian consulate  at  Naples  and  it  is  to  be 
abolished. 

—The  united  Brazilian  Submarine  ami 
Western  and  Brazilian  Telegraph  companies 
are  to  be  called  The  Western  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, Limited. 

—The  stamping  of  stocks  under  the  new 
regulations  promises  to  create  nearly  as  much 
trouble  as  it  did  last  year.  This  lime  dealers 
in  dry  goods,  umbrellas,  hats,  etc.,  are  to  be 
harried.  Next  year  someone  else  will  be 
dragged  in. 

— The  official  value  of  the  merchandise  im- 
ported from  foreign  countries  at  Siiitos  last 
year  amounted  to  86,379,5^7(547.  The  ditties 
paid  on  Ihis  merchandise  amounted  to  26,397.- 
579(364  in  currency  and  2,689,376(503  in 
gold. 

—At  a  meeting  of  day  goods  merchants  at 
the  Centro  Commercial  on  Thursday  it  was 
decided  to  appoint  a  committee  to  receive 
complaints  against  the  new  consumption  Lax 
regulations,  The  meeting  was  attended  by 
over  160  merchants. 

—Red  tape  !  The  Silo  Paulo  Railway,  Light 
and  Power  Co.  having  appealed  from  certain 
classifications  of  merchandise,  a  majority  of 
the  cOitSetho  dc  fazcuda  decided  to  reject  it 
because  the  company  had  appealed  direct  to 
the  national  treasury,  instead  of  appealing  to 
the  treasury  delegacy  in  Sao  Panlo. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  Railway.  Light  and  Power 
Co,, has  arranged  with  Messrs.  James  Mitchell 
&  Co.  lo  make  all  installations  in  the  city  of 
Sao  Paulo  for  light  and  power.  The  steam 
power  house  will  be  ready  for  service  in  about 
two  mouths,  when  the  company  expects  to 
begin  serving  customers  iu  the  first  sector. 

— The  firm  of  Marques  Braga  &  Co.,  of  this 
city,  has  instituted  an  action  against  the  na- 
tional treasury  for  7.207,000$  as  an  indemnity 
for  prejudices  caused  by  the  official  declaration 
that  the  concession  had  lapsed  which  had 
been  granted  to  the  Cia.  Industrial  de  Ferro  e 
Ferragens  for  establishing  agricultural  colonies 
in  Bihia. 

— On  Friday  a  committee  of  retail  dry  goods 
merchants  called  on  the  minister  of  "finance 
and  explained  to  him  the  impracticability  of 
stamping  their  present  stocks  of  merchandise, 
The  minister  is  said  to  have  advised  them  that 
they  could  stamp  the  goods  when  offered  for 
sale,  which  is  a  concession  be  refused  to  grant 
last  year.  The  subject  is  still  under  discussion. 

-^Tlie  steady  shrinkage  iu  our  import  trade 
cm  be  readily  appreciated  by  a  comparison  of 
the  receipts  of  staples  recorded  in  our  commer- 
cial section,  with  the  same  periods  of  preced- 
ing years.  The  falling  off  is  really  alarming. 
I  1  some  cases  substitutes  are  found  in  the 
country,  and  we  may  presume  that  the  stamp 
tax  is  designed  to  be  a  substitute  for  the  re- 
venue lost  through  the  decrease  in  imports-  j 
tion. 


!  t-A  hat  manufacturer  of  this  capital,  Sr.  J. 
I  L.  Fernandes  Braga,  recently  applied  to  the 
i  treasury  lor  an  advance  of  revenue  stamps 
according  to  the  arrangemenl  made  last  year 
lo  assist  merchants  iu  stamping  their  stoeks. 
The  director  of  the  recebcdarin  replies,  bow- 
ever,  that  the  concession  does  not  include 
ma nu fact u vers,  who  are  required  to  stamp 
their  products  only  before  sending  them  to 
customers. 

— We  have  received  a  letter  front  Sao  Paulo 
with  the  orange  colored  200  leis  postage  stamp 
on  it,  and  the  postoffice  compels  us  to  pay  400 
reis  for  the  teller.  Iu  other  words  the  govt  rn- 
itient  repudiates  the  postage  sfauip  which  it 
sold  last  month  and  fines  us  double  postage 
because  another  man  uses  the  repudiated 
stamp.  This  is  a  fair  sample  of  the  ideas  of 
honesty  and  justice  pervading  government 
circles. 

— Messrs  P.S  Nicolson  &  Co.  having  applied 
for  permission  to  dispatch  free  various  vol- 
umes arriving  here  on  ten  specified  steamers 
and  addressed  to  the  mining  company  Ant;lo 
Brazilian  Gold  Syndicate,  Limited,  the  min- 
ister of  finance    replies  that  they  must  prove  : 

1,  that  they  are    agents  of  the  said  company  ; 

2,  that  the  material  referred  to  had  been  im  ■ 
ported  directly  by  the  coinpanv  for  its  own 
consumption  ;  and,  3.  that  the  materials  are 
destined  lor  the  service  of  immigration.  Hut 
what  has  immigration  to  do  with  milling  ? 

-Iu  view  of  the  complaints  nnde  by  several 
of  our  colleagues  in  regard  to  the  very  ques- 
tionable proposal  to  change  certain  issues  of 
postage  stamps  from  one  <lay  to  another,  de- 
claring the  old  ones  to  be  at  once  valueless, 
has  led  the  minister  of  industry  to  concede  a 
period  of  90  days,  from  the  1st  iust,  in  which 
to  exchange  the  called-in  stamps  for  new  ones, 
■n(;..  ,.  .„.    ,,l0re    tli«n    right   ami    just,   but  i'

would  Imvd  'been  simpler  to  have  allowed 
people  to  use  up  the  old  ones  iu  the  ordinary 
way.  There  can  be  no  great  quantity  of  them, 
and  their  use  would  make  no  difference  iu  re- 
turns. 

—The  Ptih  of  the  1st  iust.  says  that  an 
American  syndicate  has  offered,  III  rough  the 
Brazilian  minister  at  Washington,  to  purchase 
the  property  and  material  of  the  Lloyd 
B'razileiro  s'eamsbip  company  for  the  sum  of 
four  and  a  half  million  dollars.  An  interview 
between  the  minister  of  finance  and  president 
of  the  Banco  da  Republica  ((he  company's 
principal  creditor)  lias  been  held,  it  is  said,  nt 
which  the  price  was  fixed  at  six  million  dol- 
lars. The  Pais  says  the  negotiation  has  made 
good  progress  and  will  soon  be  realized.  In 
our  opinion  the  price  asked  is,  loo  high,  con- 
sidering the  slate  of  the  property,  the  risks 
involved,  and  the  commercial  awl  industrial 
outlook. 

—The  issue  of  new  postage  stamps  of  200, 
100  and  50  reis  on  lllp  1st  insL.  was  in  accord 
with  the  decision  of  the  Postal  Union  to  adopt 
uniform  colors  for  stamps  corresponding  lo 
25.  10  and  5  centimes,  used  for  international 
letter  and  post  card  postage,  ami  for  newspaper 
and  parcel  postage.  But  in  selecting  the 
stamps  nominally  corresponding  to  these 
values,  the  government  has  overlooked  the 
circumstance  that  postage  rates  here  have  been 
increased,  and  that  the  stamps  actually  in  use 
for  these  services  are  300  reis,  200  reis  (domestic) 
and  both  100  and  50  reis.  The  international 
blue  200  reis  stamp  therefore  will  be  used  for 
domestic  postage,  while  a  green  300  reis  stamp 
will  represent  us  abroad.

—The  consuiuption'lax  on  salt  collected  at 
the  Rio  de  Janeiro  custom-house  amounted 
last  year  to  1,029,826(475,  against  Xj-.S^pvn 
in  1 89S. 

—Last  month  the  aggregate  receipts  of  the 
custom-houses  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Paid,  Per- 
iiaiubuco.  Bahia,  Santa  Catharina,  Paraiiagua, 
Maranhao,  Ceara.  and  Victoria  were  over  15  "/j 
less  than  those  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  custom- 
house alone  in  January,  1899, 

—There  is  something  very  human  about 
human  nature  all  the  world  over.  At  the 
beginning  of  January  the  officials  were  iu 
great  haste  to  publish  their  December  returns, 
because  they  showed  favorable  results;  now 
they  are  not  only  slow  iu  publishing  the 
returns,  but  they  even  forget  the  comparisons 
with  last  year's  returns. 

—Five  thousand  contosand  more  is  a  pretty 
large  decrease  in  the  customs  receipts  at- the 
Rio  de  Janeiro  custom-house  for  the  month  of 
January,  and  that,  too,  iu  spite  of  increased 
taxes.  Surely  no  one  can  have  the  hardihood 
lo  still  insist  that  we  are  not  feeling  the  pinch 
of  hard  times  !  Shall  we  have  another  turn  of 
the  screw,  Ml',  Minister  ?

In  comparing  the  figures  for  this  year  with 
those  for  .1899  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  import  duties  011  certain  merchandise  have 
been  increased  and  that  consumption  taxes 
cover  more  articles  than  they  did  last  year. 

.—On  Saturday  last  the  minister  of  fiimice 
burned  a uothei'21ooo,ood(  currency  taken  from 
current  revenue,  and  i';ooo,obo(  in  "a  polices  of 
the  loan  of  1889,  taken  from  deposits  iu  the 
treasury  _  lo  guarantee  bank  issues.  The 
diminishing  customs  revenues  do  not  give 
much  encouragement  for  this  method  of  re- 
ducing the  currency.  We  are  heartily  in 
sympathy  with  the  minister's  object,  but  we 
cm  not  see  how  itcan  be  accomplished  safely 
without  first  obtaining  a  surplus  from  which 
it  can  be  taken.  Just  now  it  is  taken  from  the 
creditors  of  t he  state. 

—For  the  year  1897-9S  the  revenues  of  the 
slate  of  Pari,  which  had  been  estimated  at 
15,240,000$,  actually  produced  20,021,677(481, 
the  export  duties  alone  yielding  15,923,- 
140(882.  The  expenditures  for  the  year  were 
1972S,  1 56(88 r.  For  the  year  189S-99  thcesti- 
mates  were,  by  legislative  resolution,  made  iu 
gold.  The  revenues  were  estimated  at  5,045'.- 
070$  gold,  and  the  receipts  in  the  first  hall'  of 
the  year  (Julv  to  December,  1S9S)  were  ac- 
tually 3,532,054(140  gold  (say  12,289.392(796 
paper),  from  which  it  is  estimated  that  the 
total  receipts  for  the  year  will  excee.l  six 
thousand  contos  gold.  It  is  strange  that  the 
returns  for  the  second  half  of  the  vear are  not 
yet  ready. 

—Returns  of  customs  receipts  for  last  month 
show  a  large  decrease,  due  partly  to  the  na- 
tural reaction  from  excessive  imports  in  De- 
cember, but  principally  to  the  prevailing  com- 
mercial and  financial  depression,  which  the 
government  is  aggravating  with  exorbitant 
taxation.  The  following  in  a  comparative 
statement  of  the  receipts  for  last  month  and 
for  January  1899,  at  four  of  the  principal 
custom-houses  iu  Brazil  :
